Burrville, in southern ‘Utah; afew years ago, there: lived man named Ben- 
jamin, Matthew. Hanrock. He had been a great hunter, 'podsesting ‘a en 
icht, but four years before I-first saw him be had begun to lo u For three 
years his eyes grew dimmer and dimmer, until he could see nothing,. During 
this time he was under the treatment of physicians:' For twelve months 
before our coming he had been stone blind. Elder Brigham H. Roberts and 
I were traveling by carriage from Loa to thé railroad station. We hadigone 
twenty-five miles, half the distance, before breakfast and intended to hasten 
on after we had eaten. While we were there, a young man came in and asked 
if we would administer to a blind man, his cousin. He assured us that if we 
would consent, the man would be healed, for he had seen us in a-dream come 
and heal him. We told him how long we could stay and asked if he could 
bring his cousin to us within that time. He thought 1 
him mount his horse and ride down the valley at breakneck: phoe. 

“Hancock lived two miles away, but before we finished breakfast the young 
man had brought him to us with members of his family. Neither the dreamer 
nor his cousin were members of the Church, though: the wife and:cliildren of 
the blind man were. I asked the man why he had come. He replied that 
he did not know; they had just bundled him into the wagon and brought him 
along. I inquired. whether he had faith to be healed and he said, No; he had 
no faith. It looked like a hopeless case, but the young: man who had dreamed 
of our coming had such an absolute testimony that I bontinued 10 try and 
awaken belief. We told the man that it would be inockery for us to ad- 
minister to him unless he believed, and asked if he would hot try to have 
faith. At length he said he would try, and promised that if he was healed he 
would accept the Gospel and serve the Lord. Under these conditions I 
anointed his head and eyes with oil, and eee eee 

It was a year before I returned to that sin 
man. I learned, however, that he could now see as well as anybody. Still a 
year later I was there again, and this time Mr. Hancock came to mesting I 
had a talk with him and learned that his sight began to return from ithe time 
of our administration. In four months he could see us well an over; and wn 
able to hunt deer or do anything else he wisbhed. I remintled him ef 
bis promise to accept the Gospel if his sight returned, hut ha éxeused: his 

neglect hy saying that he had expected his sicht to come instantly if he got it 
at all as the result of our administration, and he did not know Aha the Lord 
had anything to do with it, seeing that it took four months toregain his:tom- 
plete vision. Mr. Hancock. moved to Idaho later, and as far un EO has 
not joined the Church.
